There is also great consola- 
tion in knowing that when 
the Bible teaches a thing it is 
just that way. 

It is indeed strange that 
one class of people will take 
the Scriptures and make them 
all bend to their theory of 
things and make the resur- 
rection appear as only a spirit- 
ual thing. Another class will 
so completely materielize ev- 
erything that they give no 
place for spiritual things. But 
the Bible teaches both spirit- 
ual and materiel. ~ 

We often sing of the res- 
urrection  .rning when the 
dead in © urist shall rise, and 
truly our hearts are inspired 
with the glorious thought of 
the sleeping nations coming 
forth from the tombs so trans- 
formed and glorified that pain 
and sickness and death shall 
have no more claim on _ the 
body while the ceaseless ages 
roll. This all-inspiring thought 
is not without foundation. 

Before our Lord was cru- 

cified and came forth from 
the tomb as the “‘first fruits of 
them that slept” He said, “I 
am the resurrection and the 
life: he that believeth in me, 
though-he were dead, yet 
shall he live. John 11:25. The 
prophets also testified of this 
wonderful transforming pow- 
er. When Job was in such 
terrible distress because of 
his conflict with Satan he got 
a glimpse of the resurrection 
and looked upon the event 
with gratitude and a sense of 
relief when he said, “O that 
thou wouldest hide me in the 
grave,that thou wouldest keep 
me secret, until thy wrath be 
past, that thou wouldest ap- 
point me a set time, and re- 
member me!” Then as if he 
was almost surprised at him- 





the inspiration siezed him a- 
gain and he continued his 
prophecy, “All the days of 
my appointed tme_ will I 
wait, till my change come. 
Thou shalt call, and I will an- 
swer thee.” Job 14:13-15. 

Job was in such deep dis- 
tress that he felt the grave 
would be a comfort to him, 
and yet as his vision peered 
through the density of time 
he saw that the time would 
come when the voice of God 
would be heard by him, and, 
although in the grave, he 
would be able to answer the 
call. This is in harmony 
with the words of Jesus when 
He said, ‘Marvel not at this: 
for the hour is coming, in the 
wich all that are in the graves 
shall hear his voice, and shall 
come forth.” John 5:28. 

Again when Job was under 
severe pressure and almost in 
despair he cried out with re- 
newed inspiration, “For I 
know that my redeemer liv- 
eth, and that he shall stand at 
the latter day upon the earth: 
And tho after my skinworms 
destroy this body, yet in my 
flesh shall I see God: Whom 
I shall see for myself and my 
eyes shall behold, and not 
another.” Job 19:25-27. This 
is also in harmony with the 
Psalmist when he sings, ‘‘As 
for me, | shall behold thy face 
in righteousness: I shall be 
satisfied when I awake with 
thy likeness.’’ Psa. 17:15. 

In commenting upon the 
resurrection Daniel saw it 
and said, ‘““And many of them 
that sleep in the dust of the 
earth shall awake * * * to ev- 
erlasting life.” Isaiah also 
throws some light on the sub- 
ject when he says, ‘“Thy dead 
men shall live, together with 
my dead body shall they a- 
rise.” At this juncture he 
seemed to catch a glimpse of 
the glory and joyfulness of 
that glad hour, and a spirit of 
imperativeness seemed to 
sieze him as he cried out, 
“Awake and sing, ye that 
dwell in dust: for thy dew is 
as the the dew of herbs, and 
the earth shall cast out the 
dead.” Isa. 26:19. 





self for praying such a pray- 
er and mentioning the pro- 
spect of coming forth from 
the grave he said, “If a man 
die shall he live again?” Then 


They shall come forth sing- 
ing. That will be a wonder- 
ful time; when the sleeping 
millions shall hear the voice 
of the Lion of the tribe of Ju- 


dah as His voice shall shake 
the heavens and the earth as 
He cries, “Awake and sing.” 
What a song that will be! 
What a chorus of voices! It 
will encircle'the earth; from 
every quarter the sound will 
come. Our songs are beau- 
tiful; they are uplifting and 
inspiring, but that song in 
which all will join, no tongue 
can describe, no pen can do 
itjustice The yonng man 
Abel, who was slain by his 
brother and who was the first 
to try the realities of death, 
and who has been in _ the 
grave the longest, will come 
forth singing alike with those 
who have died in more re- 
cent years. The young peo- 
ple, and the children whose 
liyes were taken so early, to- 
gether with the aged they 
will sing. Hallelujah! All will 
have a new beginning then. 
All will bz the same age as 
they will come forth together 
on that glad day. 

The resurrection—it isa 
glorious theme. Christ 
preached it and His apostles 
took up the same glorious 
subject and heralded it forth 
with power and unction from 
on high. As Jesus ‘reasoned 
and instructed on this won- 
derful theme the record 
shows that they were aston- 
ished at His doctrine. Math. 
22:33. When Paul was 
preaching at Athens and 
touched upon the resurrection 
“some said, What will this 
babbler say? other some, He 
seemeth to be a setter forth 
of strange Gods: because he 
preached unto them Jesus, 
and the resurrection.” Acts 
17:18. 

But when shall we 
look for this wonderful time? 
Again we turn to the record 
for information. We get all 
our information from that in- 
spired volume—the Bible. 
Some claim that the event is 
already in the past and. that 
we are now living the resur- 
rected life. But this teach- 
ing is without foundation. 
Paul found some men_ in his 
day that were teaching that 
the resurrection was already 
past and he said that they 
had erred and were setting 
forth profane and vain bab- 
blings. He warned the peo- 
ple against such error and ex- 
posed the men who taught 
the heresy by giving their 
names. 

But that was eighteen hun- 
dred and forty nine years ago 








thus giving plenty of time for 





it since that time. But histo- 
ry records no_ such event, 
when people came forth from 
their graves singing as will be 
the case at the resurrection 
of the just. In giving in- 
structions about the resurrec- 
tion and showing when it 
may be expected, Paul says, 
“But now Christ is risen from 
the dead, and become the 
first fruits of them that slept. 
For since by man came 
death, by man came also the 
resurrection of the dead. For 
as in Adam all die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made 
alive: But every one in_his- 
own order: Christ the _first- 
fruits; afterward they that are 
Christ’s at his coming.’’! Cor. 
15:20-23. Now if you can 
tell when Christ will come, 
you can tell when to look for 
the first resurrection. 

Paul continues his instruc- 
tions on this subject and des- 
ignates the time so that we 
need not be mistaken. “For 
this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord, that we 
which are alive and remain 


and we shall be changed. 
1Cor. 15:51, 52. These 
Scriptures all teach that this 
wonderful event will take 
place at the coming of the 
Lord. But this will not be 
the exact time when Christ 
shall come to reign on the 
earth. It was concerning 
this special theme and its di- 
vision that Peter referred to 
when he said, ‘Even as our 
beloved brother Paul also ac- 
cording to the wisdom given 
into him hath written unto 
you; As also in all of his epis- 
tles, speaking in them of these 
things; in which are some 
things hard to be understood 
which they that are unlearned 
and unstable wrest, as_ they 
do also the other Scriptures, 
unto their own destruction.” 
2 Peter 3:15, 16. 

Wonderful days just ahead 
of us. When the dead saints 
are resurrected and _ the 
living saints are translated 
and while they are enjoying 
the bliss and glory of the 
marriage supper of the lamb 
this world which has been 





unto the coming of the Lord 
shall not prevent them which 
are asleep. For the Lord 
himself shall descead from 
heaven with a shout (that the 
sleeping saints will*hear as he 
calls them to come forth), 
with the voice of the archan- 
gel, and with the trump of 
God: And the dead in Christ 
(not the wicked dead) shall 
rise first: Then we which are 
alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them 
in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air.” 1 Thes. 
4:15-17. 

The dead 
will hear His voice and come 
forth singing some song of 
triumph and victory over 
death and the grave, and join 
with the company of white 
robed saints who are looking 
for the appearing of their 
Lord.

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Growth In—Not Into Grace

Atter repenting of sin and 
believing on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, there was a time that 
the burden of sin rolled a- 
way, at that instant we be- 
came children of God. Later 
there was an instant, when 
after having comprehended 
the will of God the condi- 
tions being met, the heart 
was cleansed by faith. There 
was atime when the Com- 
forter, the Holy Ghost, came 
in and took possession of His 
temple. These are definite 
steps to be taken by every 
individual, some take them 
in close succession, others 
have more time between, not 
that it takes God longer to 
save some, but they are slow- 
er to yield, or they do not 
grasp, so easily the great plan 
of redemption. 


Growth in grace is that pro- 
cess and enlargement and 
increase in spiritual things 
which takes place after we 
have gotten into grace. There 
is more or less growth in ev- 
ery degree of grace, but of 
course a greater and more 
rapid growth takes place af- 
ter we receive the fulness of 
the blessing of the gospel, 
provided that we follow on 
with the Lord endeavoring to 
walk in all the light we re- 
ceive. But there is sure to 
be some growth, unless we 
backslide and lose our 
place entirely. Many do 
this. A person who lives in 
a cold careless state all the 
week, or between. meetings, 
and then comes in and gets 
warmed up, is a very poor 
type of religion. Of course 
he is a backslider while he 
is out of touch with the Mas- 
ter, and would be lost if he 
should go to meet his Lord in 
that condition. 

How few maintain that 
place with God where they 
“srow in grace and in the 
knowledge of the Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ.” 

1. It means that you have 
and keep all the love you 
had when you received the 


Holy Ghost, and that it is be- 


ing added to more and more 
as the days come and go.If you 
haven’t as much love as you 
had when you received your 
baptism you are a backslider 
or at least in some degree. 


2. Growth in grace means 
more patience than you used 
to have. Things that used to 
try you, should not be a trial 
to you any more, you should 
be better able to go through 
the many vexations and 
crosses without a word, and 
act free as you used to do 
when you first started out. 
Can you see any difference 
in yourself? Do yousee any

improvement? If not perhaps

If we have kept 
oureyes open and observed 
and prayed and studied to be 
what the Lord would have 
us, we certainly see some 
things clearer and know a 
lot of things to our satisfac- 
tion that was a mystery to us 
This increase in knowledge 
and understanding of things 
is sure to show the effective- 
ness of our work too, as well 
as in the increase of the 
things of the Spirit in our 
daily life. Those who are 
ever learning and not able to 
come to the knowledge of 
the truth are not in the grace 
of God, if they were it would 
not be so with them. 


4. Growth in grace means 
more faith. Our confidence 
continues to grow stronger 
in God, as we obey and walk 
with him. We can trust Him 
for and in situations now that 
we could not grasp at one 
time. The many experien- 
ces have taught us more of 
the life ot faith and the work 
to be accomplished through 
faith. It seems there is quite 
alittle room yet for our faith 
to increase and grow, thst we 
may gain that point which 
the Apostle John gained when 
he said, ‘“‘And this is the con- 
fidence we have in him that 
if we ask anything according 
to his will He heareth us.” 


5. We should also be bet- 
ter soul-winners. As we 
have more grace and love 
we will be better equipped 
for approaching the unsaved, 
we will have more guidance 
as to the message they need, 
and the manner and spirit in 
which to approach them. So 
| many souls have been driven 
away by the unwise methods 
and conduct of new begin- 
ners, or those who have very 
little grace. A little more 
grace would, methinks, cause 
many to abandon some of 
their methods of doing things 
and cause them to adobt bet- 
ter ones. For instance, the 
way they talk about denom- 
inations, deal with opposers 
and sometimes with their 
own workers, and altar ser- 
vices and the manner of tak- 
ing the offerings and collec- 
tions and the way they criti- 
cize those who are not up to 
their standard of things.More 
grace would greatly improve 
things on all these points.

We are not so easily 
upset or disturbed as we 
hear other things preached, 
and see the new things com- 
ing around to decieve and 
carry away followers. Some- 
thing new, some new demon- 
stration, or some remarkable 
new preacher who is still a- 
head of any we’ve heard is 
the idea with somany.
